COVENT GARDEN THEATRE. 

TuE following notice heads the bills announcing the opening of this 
Theatre to-night,—‘“ The public is respectfully informed that Miss 
AdelaideKemble, being sufficiently recovered from her late severe indis- 
position, the Theatre will open this evening, September 10.” 

Mr. and Mrs.Charles Kean have returned from their tour inBelgium, 
the banks of the Rhine, and Switzerland. They appear at the Brighton 
Theatre on Monday night, where they are engaged during the week ; 
and from thence proceed to fulfil engagements at the Bristol, Birming- 
ham, and Liverpool Theatres. 

The Italian Opera.—There appear to be some fatality attending the 
movements of Madame Grisi, by which the public are doomed to be dis- 
appointed, and the manager likely to become a severe pecuniary 
sufferer. This delightful cantatrice made her first appearance in Haw- 
kins Street on Monday, in Bellini's J Purttani, but previous to the 
commencement of the opera Mr. Calcraft had to crave the indulgence 
of the audience on her behalf, as she was then labouring under a hoarse- 
ness which would prevent her from doing ample justice to the music 
allotted to Elvira. Grisi, however, did appear, and by her singing 
displayed very slight symptoms of indisposition: but at the conclusion 
of the opera it was announced that owing to her increased illness there 
would be no performance on the following evening (Tuesday). Norma 
was selected for last night, and notwithstanding the unprecedented thin- 
ness of town, and the unfavourable state of the weather, at an early 
hour the pit and boxes presented a brilliant galaxy of fashion, ardent ad- 
mirers of Bellini, and of the gifted artistes engaged to render justice to. 
his composition. The expectations of the audience were, however, fated 
not to be realized, for an unwelcome notice was posted up, dated Wed- 
nesday evening, 4 0’clock, and signed by a medical man, certifying that 
Madame Grisi had suffered a relapse, which rendered it impossible for 
her to appear that evening, and that the opera was, therefore, postponed. 
Under these disheartening circumstances the manager, in order to ac- 
commodate those who might wish to remain, substituted a concert in two 
parts. But this arrangement seemed to afford but meagre satisfaction, 
as great numbers left the theatre, the residue constituting what might. 
be termed a respectable house. There will be no opera produced until 
Saturday, when it is hoped that Grisi will be enabled to appear.— Dublin 
Correspondent, Sept. 7.

Dear Mr. Eprror,—Just wish to say a word—beg pardon, hope I don’t intrude 
—but will youexcuse me—I have to mention that I’ve arranged so as to rub 
shoulders with my friends and the fashionable world at one or other of the Grand 
Lounges about town :— 

Monday, paid another visit to the THames TUNNEL, which is now completed, 
and is 1,200 feet in length. The entrance is now on the Middlesex side, close to 
the Tunnel Pier at Wapping ; the entrance to Rotherhithe is closed, in order to 
finish a new Staircase ; on the completion of which the Tunnel will be opened as 
a thoroughfare for foot Passengers. Generally go by one of the steam boats, 
either from Hungerford, Adelphi, Temple Bar, Blackfriars Brydge, Old Shade. 
Pier, or London Bridge,—very convenient. 

Afterwards visit the Chinese Collection, St. George’s Place, Hyde Park Corner.

Jn my way from the Theatre, drop into the Harmonic Meeting, held at Evans’s 
Grand Hotel, King Street, Covent Garden, quite delighted with the excellence ot 
the singing—commences every evening at ten o'clock. When Mrs. P. is out of 
town, stay a week, and only pay a guinea for bed and breakfast. I’m always to 
be found on Saturday, at half-past five, at the Convivial Dinner held here. 

Thursday, pop into Dusoure’s splended Exhibition of Wax Work, Great Wind- 
mill-street, Haymarket. to see the grand Centrifugal Railway, 200 feet long, on 

which a carriage of nearly 200 lb., containing a lady or gentleman, descends an 
inclined plane, passing round a vertical circle of 40 feet, turning the head of the 
mdividnal downwards and feet in the air; the carriage then decends the circle, 
rises a second inclined plane, and lands the individual safe, at the rate of 100 miles 
en hour.— A most extraordinary novelty. 

In the evening I am to be found at Dr.Johnson’sTavern, BoltCourt, FleetStreet— 
where you meet excelleut company—capital fare at fair prices—delightful singing, 
(commences every evening at a quarter to nine,) cigars, billiards, good beds, 
and an enticing bill of fare. 

Have just been to Hoiborn Hill, for another pair of Witson’s New Footed 
Foots,—talk of economy, why my expense for boots will not be half as much as 
‘it used to be, and Mrs. P. has at last found a good shop for the children’s shoes,— 
the neat little leather bound shoes that Wilson makes—wear twice as long as those 
of the ordinary description. and never look shabby. If you go, mind the houses 
are immediately opposite St. Andrew’s Church, 95, and 97.
